Effective date Section 2(a)(1) of this Act (including the repeal made by such section), the rescission relating to section 50122 of Public Law 117–169 (42 U.S.C. 18795a) under section 2(b) of this Act, and section 2(c) of this Act (including the amendment made by such section), shall not take effect until the date on which the Secretary of Energy certifies that the purchase and installation costs of heat pump HVAC systems, heat pump water heaters, electric stoves and cooktops, and heat pump clothes dryers are affordable to low- and moderate- income households.
